PORT HURON, Mich., March 6.—The 
particulars of a regular underground 
rente for importing Ohinamej^ into the 
United States is given. 
Thursday act- 
ing on information received Wednesday 
that an invoice of "opium eating China- 
men" might be expected to cross the 
river, Detective Day, of the treasury 
department, and local Inspector Green 
placed themselves on watch and dis- 
covered four Chinamen, who had been 
brought over from Sarani. 
The officers 
followed them to Tick Chung's laundry. 
Affcer locating them safely the officers 
broke open the door of the establish- 
ment and arrested the proprietor and a 
stranger—one Wa Sing—but the others 
could not be found. 


The next day, however, a closer inves- 
tigation revealed the Celestials hidden 
under a mattress on a bed in the laun- 
dry. 
All were locked up. 
On their 
persons and among the belongings of 
the captured "pig-tails" were twenty- 
six letters addressed to diflferent persons 
in Canada and the United States. 
They 
all had cards showing where they were 
to go, this lot being addressed to Qaay 
Who, Bunker Hill street» Charleston. 
The party also had a complete opium 
outfit. 


It appears from information gained 
that Tick Chung had contracted to pass 
200 of his fellow countrymen, for which 
service he receives $20 per head. 


Sunday, February 23, five passed the 
border and went to Detroit. 
Tuesday 
two others followed, and Wednesday 
the oj^cers caught four. 


It is quite evident, from the methods 
employed and from documents secured 
from Wa Sing, that the gang engaged in 
this Chinese importation is closely con- 
nected with part of the opium smug- 
gling gang which had such hard luck 
at this point last year. 


From Wa Sing was taken a list of 
agents, starting from Hong Kong, China, 
and including Victoria, B. C.; Ottawa, 
Toronto, Hamilton, London, Sarnia and 
the following American cities:

P R O T E C T I Y E - T A B I F F men are in a stew 
over the fact that Harvard college is 
turning out "a solid phalanx" of tariff- 
reformers every year. It is difficult to see 
how a man who is honest and has studied 
the question can be anything else than 
a tariff reformer. Self-interest might, 
and often does, warp his judgement so 
that he would be a high protectionist. 


THE question is being asked by labor 
societies and others, "what constitutes a 
day's work?" 
An exchange replies: 
"That depends upon your occupation. 
If you lay brick, eight hours; if you 
keep house, sixteen hours; if you preach 
the goBpe\ two hours; if you are a por- 
ter in a sleeping car, twenty hours; if 
you serve the government, one hour; 
if you are a newspaper man, eighteen 
hours." 


THE suit of Huntington 
county 
against ex-Treasurer Daniel Christian, 
for the use of $1^,000 illegally withheld 
by him from the county treasury during 
and after his term of office, was con- 
cluded in the Wells circuit court yester- 
day, and telegrams have .been received 
announcing a judgment of $2,376 in 
favor of the county. The verdict also

THE owners of gad-about dogs will 
learn something to their advantage by 
reading the following section from the 
revised statutes of Indiana:

owner of any dog which is in the habit 
of running &om home and wandering 
about without the presence of its owner, 
shall neglect or refuse to confine such 
dog after due notice is given of its 
wandering habits, it shall be lawful for 
any person to kill such dog wherever it 
may be found running about off the 
premises and away from the presence of 
its owner." 


AT the meeting of the tariff reformers 
of the state yesterday at Indianapolis 
there wafi a large attendance. The re- 
port of the executive committee showed 
that during the year every congressional 
district had been organized. Of the 
nineiy-two counties in the state all but 
two or three have been thorougly organ- 
ized and seventy-five have township 
leagues, subordinate to the county 
league. 
A report in favor of the collec- 
tinn of statistics regarding the effect of 
the tariff upon ii|ie farmers was adopted, 
and the executive committee was ordered 
to carry out the work on the line pro- 
posed, The question of rafring mongy 


for the expenses of the work and the dis- 
semination of literature caused a long 
discussion, but it was finally decided to 
assess ca<?h county on a basis of two 
cents for each vote oast for Cleveland in 
1888, the presumption being that all- 
such voters are tariff reformers. On this 
basis the average will be about $200 to a 
county, or a total of about $5,000. Ed- 
gar A. Brown, of Lidianapolis, was 
elected president; Thomas J. Hudson, 
of Indianapolis, secretary, and^.John P. 
Frenzel, of Indianapolis, treasurer. The 
convention then adjourned. 


THE name of our new park does not 
suit General Eeub Williams, editor of 
the Warsaw Times, who has this to say 
about it: "We congratulate Fort Wayne 
on .its originality. There are only three 
hundred and foriy-six "Lakeside Parksl' 
in the United States, and the Fort 
Wayne Land and Improvemens com- 
pany, at the suggestion of A. Z. Foster, 
has added one more. If there are to be 
any more parks named in the country, 
for the sake of something original, let it 
be anything 
else but 
"Lakeside." 
Knowing that the name was so exceed- 
ingly common, we did not favor the 
calling of the park here "Lakeside," but 
we supposed that it would certainly be 
the last. In this, however, we were dis- 
appointed, and now there is a "Lake- 
side only forty miles away." 


POVERTY'S HOMES! 


The Poor of Fort Wayne—How T h e y 
JLire and Their Condition De- 
scribed—A Tisit to an Un- 
fortunate in the Cen- 
ter of the City. 


"The poor ye have always with you. 
These words were spoken nearly two 
thousand years ago, but they are as 
true to-day as when they were uttered. 


In great cities pictures of poverty can 
be painted in colors that brings pity to 
the hearts of many. 


Homes where poverty has entered 
and want and suffering dwell are 
counted there by the hundreds and will 
continue to exist as long, perhaps, as 
the earth is inhabited by man. 


The 
circumstances 
that 
brought 
poverty in the past and continues in the 
present will bring it in the future; 
hence it is that the sentence which com- 
mences this article, "the poor ye have 
always with you," will be just as true a 
century from now as it is to-day. 


Our city has its poor. 
The homes which poverty has entered 
are not as numerous here in Fort Way"iie 
as in London or New York, but they 
exist, nevertheless, and if one could 
make the rounds and visit each in turn 
his heart would sadden at the scenes 
witnessed. 


Have you ever entered a home where 
gaunt poverty dwelt? A S E N T I N E L re- 
porter was in such a one last evening. 


It was in the heart of the city—on 
one of our crowded thoroughfares and 
every hour of the day hundreds pass it. 


The rich, who have plenty, walk the 
pavement in front of that dwelling un- 
mindful of the scene of poverty that is 
beheld within. 
But ij; is there. 


The room was a cheerless one and 
everywhere was seen the evidences of 
the suffering that poverty brings. 


On a bed lay the mother sick, unable 
to attend to the wants of the two little 
children as they should be attended to, 
and yet they live—live in poverty, live 
in want and pain, live, suffering each 
day for the commonest necessaries of 
life.' 


There was little there to make home a 
home of pleasure for 
that stricken 
family. 


Our reporter recognized in the care- 
worn face of the young sick woman the 
features of one whom he had often met. 
Not many months ago she assisted her 
husband in a business which he was 
conducting. Deserted by him, she was 
left alone. Sickness came and she was 
compelled to give up the little business 
that kept want and starvation from her 
door, and now the brave woman, who 
would have fought the monster Poverty 
off had health continued, lies helpless, 
a sad witness of the dismal scenes 
around her. 


Are such pictures rare here in Fort 
Wayne? They may be, but it is safe to 
say that there are other homes where 
scenes more sad than the one just de- 
scribed could be witnessed. 


Township Trustee Brackenridge is 
helping to support in this city more 
than 200 poor. Last year there was 
paid out by him for this purpose over 
$13,000 and he paid during the first 
month of this year, for the same pur- 
pose, $1,035. These charities are given 
in small amounts—$2, $3, $4, and some- 
times $5, and in extraordinary cases as 
high as $10 a month in each particular 
family. 


".^e there many such oases as Mrs. 


asked our reporter of C^erk 


Bandall when he called at the trustees 
office this morning, referring to the 
home mentioned above. 


"Well, no; perhaps not. 
Hers, I 
think, is one of the saddest we have on 
the books at present. There are some 
pretty sad cases, however. If you want 
pictures of poverty homes I would like 
•to take you wi^h me some day when I 
am on my rounds. Yes, I suppose you 
could paint them. You reporters always 
do." 


"Do you help,them all?" 
"Yes, the deserving. There is a limit 
to our help though, as you perhaps 
know. In some cases it is only neces- 
sary for us to pay the rent of the rooms 
in which they live, or help them to a 
load of wood, or something of that sort 
every month." 


" I suppose you, have a great many ap- 
plications for help from those who are 
not entitled to it?" suggested our re- 
porter. 


"Yes, it is hard to tell in many cases 
¡. whom to help. 
There are lots of 
frauds-^people who want to get help 
and are not deservingof it. 
But we al- 
ways investigate their cases thoroughly 
and go to their homes and examine 
their facilities for providing for them- 
selves. This frequently insults them. 
But what can we do? 
We are - handling 
the people's money and must be cer- 
tain. Only the other day a young lady 
applied at our office for help. 
She told 
a pitiful stoiy, and after I had got her 
street and number, I told her I would 
go at once and examine her case and 
help her. She was insulted and turned 
on her heel, with the^ remark, 'No, I 
had rather not. We will get along,' and 
left the office." 


Most of the cases in which the trus- 
tee gives help are those where the hus- 
band is degd or sick and -several chil- 
dren are dependent for support. In 
many of them the woman is able to 
earn some money, and with this and the 
aid the township furnishes, the wolf is 
to kept from the door. 


Many of the cases on the trustee's 
books are 
chronic cases. The help 
given the persons has been given for 
years and with the small pittance re- 
ceived each month they are enabled to 
live—some with such work as they can 
do and others by begging from door to 
door. This is done in such oases by 
the children, who traverse the city and 
return with such food and clothing as 
they are able to gather. These people— 
the chronics they are sometimes called 
—live in various parts of the city, 
huddled together, perhaps, mother and 
several children, into one or two rooms. 
Cheerless homes and miserable places, 
it is true, but they are nevertheless 
homes to these people. 


In the west end and in the east enc 
there aa-e haunts of this kind—we call 
them haunts because they have been the 
abiding places of this class of people for 
years. The rent is cheap. One or two 
rooms can be obtained for a couple of 
dollars a month and into these a widow 
and several children live with the rudest 
of furniture and often in abject misery. 


Will relief ever come to raise them up 
out of this life ? 
In some oases, no. 
They have been on the trustee's books 
for years and will continue there until 
death comes or their children get out 
into the world. In others their poverty 
is only temporaiy. 
Sickness and the 
oft-times strange chain of circumstances 
that brought them to that condition will 
pass away and brighter days will come. 


But our reporter had heard enough of 
poverty and he left the trustee's office, 
fearing that if he lingered longer he 
would be tempted to write a book on 
the subject, but as he closed the door 
and walked along the long hall, down 
the steps and to the street below,' he 
wished for once that he had the mil- 
lions of a Vanderbilt or the fortune that 
John Jacob Astor, jr., left when he died 
a few days ago. 
Yes, the poor we have 
always with us.

"PIS TAILS" CAPTURED. 


Regular t'lulcrground Koate for 
Bringing the Celestials in This 


''Ountry--An Important 


Arrest. 


PORT HUKOS, Mioh., March 6.—The 


particulars of a regular underground 
route for importing Chinamen into the 
United States is given. Thursday act- 
ing on information received Wednesday 
that au invoice of "opium eating China- 
men" might bo expected to cross the 
river, Detective Day, of the treasury 
department, and local Inspector Green 
placed themselves on watch and dis~ 
covered four Chinamen, who had been 
brought over from Sarani. Tho officers 
followed them to Tick Chung's laundry. 
After locating them safely the officers 
broke open the door of the establish- 
ment and arrested the proprietor and a 
stranger—one Wa Sing—but tho others 
could not bo found. 


Tho next day, however, a closer inves- 


tigation revealed tho Celestials hidden 
under a mattress on a bed in the laun- 
dry. All were locked up. On their 
persons and among the belongings of 
the captured "pig-tails" were twenty- 
six letters addressed to different persons 
in Canada and the United States. They 
all had cards showing where they were 
to go, this lot being addressed to Quay 
Who, Bunker Hill street, Charleston. 
The party also had a complete opium 
outfit. 


It appears from information gained 


that Tick Chung had contracted to pass 
200 of his fellow countrymen, for which 
service he receives §20 per head. 


Sunday, February 23, five passed the 


border and went to Detroit. 'Tuesday 
two others followed, and Wednesday 
the officers caught four.

POVERTY'S HOMES! 


The Poor of Jfr'oi't 1Vnyno--HoTv They- 


I/lvo and ThPlr Condition De- 


scribed—A Visit to an Un- 


fortunate in the Cen- 


ter of the City. 


THE suit 
of Huntington county 


against ex-Treasurer Daniel Christian, 
for the use of $l£,000 illegally withheld 
by him from the county treasury during 
and after his term of office, wa6 con- 
cluded in the Wells circuit court yester- 
day, and telegrams have .been received 
announcing ft judgment of $2,376 in 
favor of the county.

Ax tho meeting of the tariff reformers 


of the state yesterday at Indianapolis 
there wag a large attendance.

"The poor ye have always with you." 
These words were spoken nearly two 


thousand years ago, but they are as 
true to-day as when they were uttered. 


In great cities pictures of poverty can 


be painted in colors that brings pity to 
the hearts of many. 


Homes where poverty has entered 


and want and 
suffering 
dwell are 


counted there by the hundreds and will 
continue to exist as long, perhaps, as 
the earth is inhabited by man. 


The 
circumstances 
that 
brought 


poverty in the past and continues in the 
present will bring it in the future; 
hence it is that the sentence which com- 
mences this article, "tho poor ye have 
always with you," will be just as true a 
century from now as it is to-day. 


Our city has its poor. 
The homes which poverty has entered 


are not as numerous here in Fort Waytoo 
as in London or New York, but they 
exist, nevertheless, and if one could 
make the rounds and visit each in turn 
his heart would sadden at the scenes 
witnessed. 


Have you ever entered a home where 


gaunt poverty dwelt? A SEKTINEL re- 
porter was in such a one last evening. 


It was in the heart of the city—on 


one of our crowded thoroughfares and 
every hour of the day hundreds pass it. 


The rich, who have plenty, walk the 


pavement in front of that dwelling un- 
mindful of the scene of poverty that is 
beheld within. But ij; is there. 


The room was a cheerless one and 


everywhere was seen tho evidences of 
the suffering that poverty brings. 


On a bed lay the mother sick, unable 


to attend to the wants of the two little 
children as they should be attended to, 
and yet they live—live in poverty, live 
in want and pain, live, suffering each 
day for the commonest necessaries of 
life.' 


There was little there to make home a 


home of pleasure for that stricken 
family. 


Our reporter recognized in the care- 


worn face of the young sick woman the 
features of one whom he had often met. 
Not many months ago she assisted her 
husband in a business which he was 
conducting. Deserted by him, she was 
left alone. Sickness came and she was 
compelled to give up the little business 
that kept want and starvation from her 
door, and now the brave woman, who 
would have fought the monster Poverty 
off had health continued, lies helpless, 
a sad witness of the dismal scenes 
around her. 


Are such pictures rare here in Fort 


Wayne? They may be, but it is safe to 
say that there are other homes where 
scenes more sad than the one just de- 
scribed could be witnessed. 


Township Trustee Brackenridge is 


helping to support in this city more 
than 200 poor. Last year there was 
paid out by him for this purpose over 
$13,000 and be paid during the first 
month of this year, for tho same pur- 
pose, 81,035. These charities are given 
in small amounts—82, $3, §4, and some- 
.times ?5. and in extraordinary cases as 
high as 810 a month in each particular 
family. 


"Are there many such cases ns Mrs. 


and are not deservingof it. But we al- 
ways investigate their oases thoroughly 
and go to their homes and examine 
their facilities for providing for them- 
selves. This frequently insults them. 
But what can we do? We are handling 
the people's money and must be cer- 
tain. Only the other day a young lady 
applied at our office for help. 
She told 


a pitiful story, and after I had got her 
street and number, I told her I would 
go at once and examine her case and 
ielp her. She was insulted and turned 
on her heel, with the, remark, 'No, I 
had rather not. We will get along,' and 
left the office/ 


Most of the cases in which the trus- 


tee gives help are those where the bus 
band is dead or sick and •several chil- 
dren are dependent for support. In 
many of them the woman is able to 
am somo money, and with this and the 
aid the township furnishes, the "wolf is 
to kept from the door. 


Many of the cases on the trustee's 


books are chronic cases. The help 
given the persons has been given for 
years and with the small pittance re- 
ceived each month they are enabled to 
live—some with such work as they can 
do and others by begging from door to 
door. This is done in such cases by 
tho children, who traverse the city and 
return with such food and clothing as 
they are able to gather. These people— 
tho chronics they are sometimes called 
—live in various parts of the city, 
huddled together, perhaps, mother and 
several children, into ore or two rooms. 
Cheerless homes and miserable places, 
it is true, but they are nevertheless 
homes to these people. 


In the west end and in the east end 


there are haunts of this kind—we cal 
them haunts because they have been the 
abiding places of this class of people for 
years. The rent is cheap. One or two 
rooms can be obtained for a couple o: 
dollars a month and into these a widow 
and several children live with the rudesl 
of furniture and often in abject misery. 


Will relief ever come to raise them up 


out of this life ? la some cases, no. 
They have been ou the trustee's books 
for years and will continue there untii 
death comes or their children get oui 
into the world. In others their poverty 
is only temporary. 
Sickness and the 


oft-times strange chain of ciroumstances 
that brought them to that condition wil 
pass away and brighter days will come 


But our reporter had heard enough o; 


poverty and he left tho trustee's office 
fearing that if ho lingered Jonger 
would be tempted to write a book on 
the subject, but as he closed the door 
and walked along the long hall, down 
the steps and to the street below; h 
wished for once that he hod the mil 
lions of a Yanderbilt or the fortune tha 
John Jacob Astor, jr., left when ho diec 
a few days ago.
